They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  chil¬ 
dren,  maternity,  school  health,  prophylactic  inoculation, 
home  nursing,  mental  healtjr,  the  ambulance  service,  the  care 
and  after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind  and  handicapped, 
health  education,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the  welfare 
of  the  aged.

There  are  still  some  215  properties  on  private 
supplies  in  the  district.  ’There  unsatisfactory  results 
have  been  obtained  the  owners  of  the  supplies  have  been 
notified  and  asked  to  institute  measures  to  purify  the 
water.  The  owners  of  estate  supplies  at  Poyntington 
and  Holwell  have  been  asked  to  consider  the  provision  of 
chlorination  plants.  At  Batcombe  two  property  owners 
ha.ve  agreed  to  sink  a  deep  borehole  to  replace  existing 
shallow  wells, 

Uhere  there  is  a  public  supply  available  owners 
are  encouraged  to  take  advantage  and  connect  to  it. 


DRAINAG-E  AND  SEUERAG-E 


All  parishes  not  on  main  drainage  systems  have 
established  nuisances  arising  from  the  disposal  of  foul 
and  s ullage  drainage. 

No  new  main  sewers  were  provided  during  the  year. 
However  approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  for  the  Council 
to  proceed  with  the  detailed  schemes  for  Longburton  and 
Nether  &  Over  Compton.  Permission  was  also  received  to 
survey  Oborne  &  Poyntington  with  a  view  to  the  provision 
of  a  joint  sewerage  scheme  for  these  villages.  There  is 
a  combined  foul  and  surface  water  sewer  existing  at 
Poyntington,  but  the  treatment  works  only  provide  settle¬ 
ment  to  the  incoming  sewage,  the  effluent  being  then 
discharged  untreated  to  a  watercourse. 


Thomford 


The  development  of  housing  estates  in  this  village 
was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  no  new 
development  apart  from  individual  houses  is  scheduled. 


Beerhackett 


The  Council  agreed  terns  with  a  developer  of  a 
small  estate  to  the  \7est  of  this  village  to  enlarge  and 
extend  the  estate  sewer  to  the  highway  so  that  at  some 
future  date  advantage  can  "be  taken  of  this  connection  to 
provide  a  mains  sewer  from  Beerhackett. 


Alwe  s ton^  Trent  &  Bishops  Caundle 

Trent  sewage  treatment  plant  was  not  producing 
consistently  good  results  at  the  Beginning  of  the  year. 

This  was  subsequently  found  to  be  due  to  the  distributing 
arms  over  the  filter  beds  not  functioning  at  times,  the 
fault  being  now  remedied. 

At  Bishops  Caundle,  agreement  to  pipe  in  a  ditch 
which  was  giving  rise  to  a  nuisance  because  of  farm  effluent 
discharge  was  reached  between  the  County  Council,  the  owners 
of  the  ditch  and  this  Council  as  drainage  authority. 


Bradford  Abbas 

’work  was  carried  out  to  the  larger  of  the  two 
filter  beds  at  the  sev/age  works  so  as  to  give  a  better 
pressure  to  the  effluent  distributing  mechanism.  Apart 
from  this,  no  other  difficulties  were  experienced,  other 
than  minor  blockages  due  to  misuse  of  the  sewers.  The 
Council  have  adopted  two  private  estate  sewers  during  the 
year  as  public  sewers. 


Yetminster 

Connections  to  the  newly  provided  sewer  were 
continuing  to  be  made.  Building  commenced  on  one  private 
estate  of  35  houses  and  pirns  submitted  by  another  private 
estate  of  33  houses.  These,  together  with  the  Council's 
scheme  for  32  Council  houses  at  Coles  Lane  will  eventually 
create  an  overloading  of  the  works  at  Tbornfcrd.  The 
The  second  stage  to  these  works  will  need  to  be  started 
therefore  in  1969. 


PUBLIC  CLUNSING- 


House  Refuse  Collection 

The  fortnightly  collection,  as  opposed  to  what  was 
a  twice  monthly  service,  has  worked  well  during  the  yeah. 

The  Council  approved  the  purchase  of  a  Dennis  Paxit  11A 
refuse  collection  vehicle  to  replace  the  existing  side 
loader  Karrier,  delivery  to  be  effected  by  April  1st,  1968. 
Success  was  achieved  in  obtaining  a  refuse  disposal  site  at 
Oborae  Yfood  and  preparatory  work  of  fencing,  screening,  roads, 
etc.  was  instituted.  Actual  use  of  the  tip  will  commence  in 
Januar3’-,  1968.  .A  second-hand  crawler  shovel  was  purchased 
to  operate  on  the  new  tip  so  as  to  maintain  fully  controlled 
tipping. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  was  passed  during  the  year, 
part  of  which  places  a  statutory  duty  on  local  authorities 
to  provide  suitable  places  where  refuse,  other  than  refuse 
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failing  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  course  of  a  business,  can 
be  deposited.  There  are  also  provisions  in  the  Act  to 
govern  disposal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  end  other  refuse 
and  the  Act  will  do  much  to  clean  up  and  prevent  the  un¬ 
sightly  depositing  of  refuse  in  hedgerows  eto.,  and  at  the 
same  time  get  rid  of  the  potential  hazard  from  refuse  to  farm 
animals.

Negotiations  were  continued  and  plans  prepared 
for  further  Council  house  development  at  Yetminster  and  a 
review  was  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  provision  of 
more  units  of  accommodation  in  the  parishes  for  old  people. 


Uniting  List 

One  hundred  and  sixty  eight  applicants  were  on  the 
Council  house  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  which 
one  hundred,  and  thirty  three  were  resident  in  the  district, 
compared  with  ninety  nine  and  seventy  nine  respectively  at 
the  end  of  1966. 

Seventeen  applicants  were  housed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  compared  with  thirty  eight  during  the 
preceding  year.

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As  positive  results  for  Brucellosis  were  obtained 
from  two  cows  on  a  farm  in  the  district,  from  which  there  is 
a  small  retail  milk  round  of  untreated  milk,  measures  were 
instituted  to  prevent  the  milk  from  these  cows  being  retailed 
untreated. 


Milk  &  Dairies 


No  formal  action  under  Regulation  20  was  called 
for  or  taken  during  the  year,  but  washed  milk  bottles  submitted 
for  bacteriological  cleanliness  from  a  dairy  indicated  in¬ 
adequate  cleansing  and  to  overcome  this  it  was  found  necessary 
by  the  dairy  to  replace  one  of  the  washing  machines.  Sub¬ 
sequent  examination  of  the  bottles  from  this  machine  gave  very- 
satisfactory  results.
